Plan of Prohibitionists May

An extra session of the general as- 
sembly seemed practically assured last 
night when Judge W. H. Hopkins, rep- 
resentative from Thomas county, one 
of the strongest prohibition leaders of 
the house, and whose resolution was 
the occasion of three days of filibus- 
tering just prior to the passage of the 
' appropriations bill, let it be known that 
it is his set purpose to force Governor 


Harris to call an extra session of the 


legislature. 

Governor Harris has stated that he 
will call an extra session for Western 
and Atlantic legislation if it is not dis- 
posed of atethe regular session. 

The majority wing of the house last 
night had outlined no plans of cam- 
paign for today, but if the following 
which has hitherto supported Judge 
Hopkins, ‘in his resolution designed to 
force the house temperance committee 
to report prohibition measures back to 
the house sticks to him, the execution 


of his plan to compel an extra session | 


be a very easy matter. There 
seems no reason now to believe that 
Judge Hopkins’ following will desert 
him at this late stage of the fight. 


EXPECT AID 
OF GOVERNOR. 


The plan of Judge Hopkins is based 
upon the assumption that the prohibi- 
tionists can prevail upon Governor 
Harris to include the prohibftforn meas- 
ures in a call for an extra session that 
he might issue for the Western and 
Atlantic bills or any other measures, 
although Governor Harris has yet giv- 
en no public intimation that he would 
do so. 

Since Governor Harris has taken the 
position that unless the Western and 
Atlantic legislation is disposed of he 
will call the extra session, the plan 
of Judge Hopkins and his followers

GARRANZA LESSENS 
CHANCES OF PEACE 


By Expelling Guatemalan 
Minister From Mexico. 
Pan-American Diplomats 
Not So Sanguine—Lansing 
and McAdoo Confer. 


CARRANZA IS RESOLVED 
TO FIGHT INTERVENTION. 
Vera Cruz, August 8.—General 
Carranza’s attitude towards any in- 
tervention by foreign powers in 
Mexican affairs was indicated in a 
message which he sent today to one 
of his military chiefs who had as- 
sured him of loyalty in such a con- 
ency. 
ale, ed confident,” said General 
Carranza, “that the situation in our 
country soon will be adjusted in a 
favorable and dignified manner and 
TI am sure that in an adverse case 
all Mexicans will know how to com- 

ply with their duty.” 


Washington,, August 8—The Pan- 
American conferences begun here last 
week to plan for restoring government 
in Mexico probably will be resumed 
in New York Wednesday. Secretary 
Lansing made this announcement to- 
night after his return from New 
York, where he conferred with Secre- 
tary McAdoo. Mexican affairs and the 
co-operative effort of the United States 
Latin-American republics to end the 
factional strife were discussed. 

“We talked of the Mexican situa- 
tion,” said Secretary Lansing, “but we 
did not consider any financial plan for 
supporting a Mexican government. The 
principal purpose of my visit to New 
York was to talk with Mr. McAdoo 


concerning financial arrangements for 
the Pan-American financial congress 
at Buenos Aires in September. There 
is considerable preliminary work to be 
done in connection with that.” 

Not So Sanguine. 

Administration officials who had be- 
‘lieved that a peace parley might be 
| held by the Mexican factions independ- 
ent of the appeal the American nations 
will make to the leaders were not so 
sanguine today. Reports from Mexico 
City that Dr. Juan J. Ortega, the 
Guatemalan minister, had been given 
his passports by General Carranza 
were responsible for this change in 
min Inasmuch as Guatemala is rep- 
res@hited in the Latin-American con- 
ferdnce, Carranza’s action is regarded 
her@ as indicating unfriendliness to- 
ward the conference. 

Ortega’s forced departure from Mex- 
'jco, together with the departure of M. 
Cordoza, the Brazilian minister at 
Mexico City, will leave in the Mexi- 
ican capital no diplomatic representa- 
, tives of any of the seven nations par- 
| ticipating in the conference. 

Dr. Ortega, it is stated here, has 
‘not been on good terms with Carranza 
for some time. It also has been learn- 
ed that Carranza agents have appealed 
to the Guatemalan minister here, Mr. 

Mendez, urging him to 1 tte Carran- 
'za’s cause in the joint deliberations now 
i being held. Their appeals, it is de- 
|clared, have not been successful. 

Minister Cordoza, who has been in 
charge of American affairs at Mexico 
City since the withdrawal of Charge 
| O'Shaughnessy, is coming to the United 
, States. 

' It has been suggested that his infor- 
{mation regarding conditions will be of 
‘value to the diplomats in their consid- 
‘eration of plans for settling Mexico’s 
' troubles. 

| Correspondent Arrested. 
| Inquiries were sent to Vera Cruz by 
department today regarding 
to the Carranza agency here 
that H. Francis, a newspaper cor- 
‘respondent and British subject, had 
been arrested there charged with send- 
ing “malicious and libelous informa- 
tion” to the foreign powers. The Vera 
Cruz report said that “another corre- 
spondent guilty of the same offense and 
fearing prosecution, has taken refuge 
in the United States consulate.” Con- 
suls Canada and Silliman have been 
asked to investigate this case. 

No developments so far as known 
have followed General Carranza’s sug- 
, gestion in the brief filed for him yes- 
terday with the state department, say- 
ing his representatives would confer 
“with any element” in Mexico for the 
welfare of the country. 

The suggestion was dispatched to 
General Villa, now at Juarez, but no 
response has come from Villa. 

Jesus Acuna, Carranza’s minister of 
foreign relations, cabled today from 
Vera Cruz that a report from the capi- 
tal told of the opening of the railway 
southwest to Toluca for bringing in of 
provisions. Acuna’s message added: 

“The Zapatista remnants are still 
being pursued by General Coss’s forces 
to the southward. In Mexico City a 
'large number of stations now have 
opened under government direction 
{and food eontinues to be sold at less 
than cost. The postoffice was opened 
saturday.

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MEXICAN OUTLAWS 
ARE GIVING BATTLE 
10 TEXAS RANGERS 


Two Clashes Have Oc- 
curred to the North of 
Brownsville and Call for 
Help Has Been Made. 


UNITED STATES TROOPS 
ORDERED TO THE SCENE 


Six Mexicans Reported Kill- 
ed and Three Americans 
Wounded--Many Mexicans 
Reported in American 
Territory. 


Brownsville, Texas, August 8.—Mex- 
ican outlaws and Texas Rangers and 
county officers were engaged in two 
battles tonight near Norias, Texas, 60 
miles north of Brownsville, according 
to reports received here. The tele- 
Sraph operator at Norias has sent out 
acallforhelp. Results ofthe fight are 
not yet Known here. 

U. S. Soldiers to Scene. 

A special train which left here for 
Norias late today with Rangers and 
county officers, returned here tonight 
and ten minutes later started back to 
Norias. It will stop at Harlingen to 
take on a detachment of United States 
soldiers. 

Norias is located in a rolling, sand- 
hill country which makes fighting with 
horses very difficult. It is announced 
at Fort Brown, near here, that four 
companies of United States infantry 
are being rushed here from Fort Mc- 
Intosh, an army post near Laredo. 

Troop B, Third United States cav- 
alry, was tonight ordered to leave at 
4 o'clock Monday morning for the 
northern part of Cameron county. It 
is reported tonight the Mexicans at- 
tacking Norias’ ranch number _ fully 
200. 

Mexicans Cross River. 

Sheriff A. Y. Baker, of Hidalgo coun- 
ty, tonight is quoted as saying 300 
Mexicans have crossed the Rio Grande 
from Mexico, 55 miles west of Browns- 
ville, and are now traveling over 
Hidalgo county in parties of three and 
four, apparently making their way to 
some concentrating point. 

Fritz Georgie, night watchman at the 
Lyford, Texas, jatl, was shot and seri- 
ously wounded early today. The act 
is charged to Mexican outlaws. A 
party of farmers working in a field 
near Lyford also was fired on by un- 
known parties about midnight last 
night, it is reported. 

SIX MEXICANS 


REPORTED KILLED. 


Corpus Christi, Texas, August 8.— 
According to meager reports here, the 
fighting at Norias, which continues late 
tonight, is being waged between thirty 
Mexican outlaws and fourteen ranch- 
men on the Norias ranch. Six Mex- 
icans already have been killed, ac- 
cording to unconfirmed reports, and 
three of the Americans wounded. 

It is reported here that the bandits 
early today raided the Norias ranch 
and drove away fifty head of horses 
and took aquantity of provisions and 
several rifles. Late in the day the 
Mexicans returned to the ranch and a 
pitched battle was begun, the fourteen 
Americans barricading themselves in 
the ranch house; They telegraphed 
from the ranch house to Sarfita, 
Brownsville and Kingsville for help, 
Shortly after which the Mexicans cut 
the wires. 

A special train was. started from 
Sarita, carrying aid to the ranchers. 
Sarita is 40 miles north of Norias. A 
special train, with rangers, sheriffs 
and United States troops also was sent 
from Brownsville. 

Until these trains yeach some sta- 
tion where there is a wire service. lit- 
tle can be learned of the battle. 


FIVE AMERICANS 
REPORTED WOUNDED. 


Harlingen, Texas, August 
American ranchmen were 
two seriously, and several Mexican 
outlaws were reported killed or 
wounded in a battle tonight between 
Texas rangers and American ranchers 
and a band of Mexican bandits at 
Norias ranch, in Cameron county, a 
telephone message from Norias said. 

The outlaws, estimated to number 
between thirty and fifty, attacked the 
ranch house’ shortly before. dark. 
Fourteen ranchmen barricaded them- 
selves and defended the place until 10 
o’clock, when the message said the 
Mexicans withdrew temporarily. 
Shortly after the bandits had with- 
drawn sixteen Texas rangers and 
armed civilians arrived. 

Later? the report says, the Mexicans 
returned, unaware that reinforcements 
had arrived. They again charged the 
house, and several were killed. They 
then retreated again. 

A special train left Hariingen short- 
ly before 10 o’clock tonight carrying 
thirty-five United States soldiers and 
twelve armed civilians to reinforce the 
Americans.

London, August 8.—The Germans 
continue to advance in all directions tn 
their to cut off the Russian 
retreat from the Polish salient. They 
already are attacking the fortresses 
of Kovno and Ossowetz, obstacles they 
must overcome to reach the rallways 
running from Warsaw through ,Vilna 
and Dvinsk to Petrograd. They have 
taken the minor fortress of Serock, at 
the junction of the Narew and the Bug, 
and have crossed the Vistula in the 
vicinty of Warsaw. Farther south, 
General Wovyrsch ts advancing east- 
ward, but Fiel@ Marshal Mackensen is 
being fought stubbornly and appar- 
ently is making slow progress. 

On the whole the daring scheme map- 
ped out. by the Germans as a grand 
sequel to the capture of Warsaw— 
the destruction of the Russian army 
is unfolding itself slowly, as must be 
the case from its very magnitude. With 
the three main railways, besides those 
built since the war, military circles 
here believe the grand duke, Nicholas, 
will extricate his Warsaw army. Events 
in the east, however, will continue to 
hold the attention of the world for 
some time to come. 

The Germans have gained minor suc- 
cesses in the Argonne forest, where 
the crown prince’s army has been try- 
ing for weeks to find a weak spot in 
the French defenses, but their effort 
to recover lost trenches on the Linge- 
kopf in the Vosges is declared to have 
cost them dearly. 

There has been heavy fighting in the 
Caucasus between the Russians and 
the Turks, but the reports are con- 
tradictory it is impossible to s 
whose favor it is going.

Ac- 
cording to the Sumerian theology 
found on the tablet, which is said to 
have been written before the days of 
Abraham and which was translated by 
Dr. Steven Langdon, professor of assy- 
riology in Oxford university, England, 
Noah was ordered not to eat of the 
Cassia tree in the Garden of Paradise, 
and when he disobeyed the curse fell 
on him. 

The curse was that he should have 
ill health and an early death instead 
of living to be fifty thousand years 
old like his ancestors, 

According to today’s announcement 
Dr. Langdon bestowed much labor on 
the subject of the fall of man, not 
only in translating the tablet, but in

or historical account of any kind, as

Berlin, August 8.—(Via WLondon.)— 
Further progress for the Austro-Ger- 
man forces attempting to cut off the 
tussian retreat was announced today. 
A war office. statement says that 
rock, at the mouth of the Bug. north 
of Warsaw, has been occupied: forts 
near Novogeorgievsk have -bheen cap- 
tured; the Germans have occupied the 
east bank of the Vistula near Warsaw.

The Times declares: ‘‘While the posi- 
tion of certain portions of the Russian 
forces still remains critical there is 
every reason to believe the excellent 
order with which their withdrawal has 
been executed thus far will be main- 
tained until all have reached the new 
line of defense.” 

The Petrograd correspondent of The 
Daily News asserts the German flank 
movement by way of Riga has been 
checkmated. 

Little additional news has reached 
London regarding the Russians’ last 
days in Warsaw. The Times’ corre- 
spondent in that city, describing the 
retiring Russian troops, says: 

“There was no feeling of hopeless- 
ness, although disappointment was 
written on every face. The long Rus- 
Sian retreat culminating in the fall of 
Warsaw has touched the lethargic tem- 
perament of the Russian nation and to- 
day the war has the support of the en- 
tire Russian people. There is not the 
vaguest suggestion anywhere of peace 
without a decision.” 

The Daily Mail quotes from The Ber- 
liner Tageblatt a description of the 
situation in Warsaw the day before its 
fall, written by an eye witness, who 
says: ‘‘The main flight has ended and 
chaos was left. A ghastly silence 
reigned in the city broken only by the 
thunder of cannon. Shops were shut- 
tered and barred. Theaters were 
closed but moving picture houses were 
crowded. In some places mobs were 
plundering empty homes and factories. 
Russian secret police still were busy 
in every corner and executions fre- 
quently were conducted from the cita- 
del. As I fled I passed thousands of 
wagons piled with wounded.”

The supreme commander of the Turk- 
ish forces on the Gallipoli peninsula is 
a man somewhat advanced in years, 
but remarkably well preserved. He is 
about six feet tall, and well proportion- 
ed in body; there is a soft quality in 
the lines of his face and the expres- 
Sion of his eyes. Liman Pacha came 
to Turkey;in the summer of 1913 to 
assist, as head of the German military 
mission, in the reorganization of the 
Ottoman army. He has been an inde- 
fatigible worker in that capacity, and 
the splendid conduct of the sultan’s 
troops in this war may Be said to be 
largely due to the reforms instituted 
on his advice, — 

Says Allies Have Lost Ground. 

In his conversation with the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent, Liman 
Pacha outlined briefly the course which 
military events on- the peninsula had 
taken since the landing in the last 
week of April. 

“In forty-nine days (the Interview 
occurred on June lith) the allies have 
done little beside losing ground stead- 
ily,” said the commander. 

“Their offensive collapsed as soon 
as we were able to counteract their 
tactics. It must ‘be borne in mind that 
this happened despite a superiority in 
artillery that left our own arm of that 
character no chance whatever. For 
days and days the allied ships bom- 
barded and searched every part of the 
peninsula with an artillery fire as se- 
vere and incessant as, on the whole, 


‘it was unproductive of results favor- 


able to the British and French troops. 
I will say that the moral effect of 
a heavy bombardment is not as last- 
ing in the case of Turkish troops, as 
the allies may have expected. Our 
brave Ottoman soldiers are not easily 
frightened by noise, owing to their 
splendid nerves—and this is a war of 
nerves, a war in which strong nerves 
mean victory.” 

Later in the day the correspondent 
was given a letter by Liman Pacha in 
which all commanders at the _ § front 
were requested to permit an inspec- 
tion of their sectors of the holder. On 
the following day, June 12, the posi- 
tion at Ari Burnu were visited.

Observer Who Went Aloft in 
Captive Airship Describes 
Scenes in the West. 


Amsterdam, Holland, July 27.—(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.)—

ENGLAND’S LACK OF LOGIC. 

The logic of diplomacy as evidenced in 
the English notes attempting to justify that 
country’s seizures of non-contraband Ameri- 
can cargoes bound for neutral European 
j ports is about as scarce as the willingness 
on the part of the belligerents to conduct 
their campaigns in accordance with the rec- 
ognized principles of international law. 

Transgression of international law by 
belligerents, which they have sought to 
justify on the ground of new conditions of 
warfare, or expediency, brings us face to 
face with the fact that there is no longer 
any counting upon the solemn agreements 
entered into between nations for the mutntal 
protection of their interests under just such 
conditions as have now been brought about. 
If the principles set up by Germany in the 
Lusitania case, and those of England in 
connection with her blockade of neutral 
ports, are to hold, neutral nations will be 
reduced to the necessity of maintaining 
their rights by force. 

Stated in simplest terms, The Washing- 
ton Post says the recent English notes 
mean just this: 


f 

We propose to go on with the de- 
struction of your commerce. If you do 
mot like it, you can appeal to arbitra- 
tion, and if we are beaten we will make 
reparation—after the war. But it must 
be understood that we shall be per- 
mitted to violate your rights in the 
meantime. 


That is just about what England has told 
us, buried in the polite language of diplo- 
macy, whereupon she seeks to excuse it 
not only upon the plea of necessity, but 
upon the ground that Germany has also 
violated international law, and even brings 
in the reported use of poisoned wells and 
asphyxiating gases by her enemy as a 
reason for extraordinary measures of re- 
taliation. It is about as reasonable as the 
instance of the cab driver who, in a dispute 
with a ‘fellow cabby, struck the latter’s 
passenger by way of retaliation. Comment- 
ing upon this aspect of the case, The New 
York Sun says: 


What has. become of Sir Edward 
Grey’s logic and his chronology when 
he offers the poisoning of wells in Ger- 
man Southwest Africa, the use of as- 
phyxiating gases in Flanders, and the 
.sinking of the Lusitania, and, in gen- 
eral, “the shocking violations of 
the recognized rules and principles of 
civilized warfare of which Germany 
has been guilty during the _ present 
struggle,” in justification of those dis- 
criminatory infractions of neutral 
rights against which the United States 
specifically and with good _ reason 
protests? | 


England’s diplomatic logic has failed her 
because there is no logic to sustain so in- 
defensible a position. 

The United States will and must de- 
mand prompt cessation of interference with 
her neutral and non-contraband commerce. 
For the sake of the cotton crop, which will 
soon begin to move, speedy and definite 
action is imperative. 

Although we feel it is a case in which 
we are so right that there is no ground or 
reason for arbitration, we may agree to 
England’s proposal for such final settle- 
ment, provided the blockade against our 
commerce is lifted and there is no further 
interference until the court has rendered its 
decision. 

Upon any other terms arbitration would 
be a useless farce. =

B. Lindsey, of Denver. For many years he

It may be that politics had nothing to do 
with it at all, but Judge Lindsey was de- 
clared in contempt of court in Denver the 
other day, because he refused to divulge on 
the witness stand a statement made to him, 
as judge of the juvenile court, by Neal) 
Wright, a 12-year-old boy, whose testimony 
in the criminal court had much to do with 
the acquittal of his own mother on trial for 
the murder of her husband, John A. Wright, 
shot while trying to gain an entrance to his 
home on April 18. The boy’s testimony to 
the effect that he, and not his mother, fired 
the fatal shot, and that it was accidental, 
cleared the mother, but the prosecuting 
attorney claimed that the boy had previ- 
ously made a different statement to Judge 
Lindsey. It was this statement that Judge 
Lindsey declined to divulge on the ground 
that it was privileged, and for nis refusal 
he has been held to answer for contempt. 

Regardless of any legal technicality that 
may enter into the contempt case, it will 
be difficult to make even those at a distance 
who know of Judge Lindsey and his work 
solely through what they have read. believe 
that he has shown any untowe.rd disrespect 
for court or law. 

Judge Lindsey’s life work has been in 
dealing with boys, and there are many of 
them who have grown to respectable and 
worthy young manhood through the influ- 
ences which have come to them from this 
source. The Denver juvenile court is an in- 
stitution which it would be almost impos- 
sible to separate from the -man who has so 
long conducted it. Judge Lindsey has ac- 
complished what he has done in reclaiming 
boys chiefly through the confidence he has 
{inspired in them; and he has inspired that 
confidence by keeping faith with them. 

He knows and others know: there is 
nothing that would so materially diminish 


Sentiment everywhere will uphold him in 
the attitude he has taken. It is a situation 
in which he can better afford, as he says, 
to go to jail for contempt than to violate 
the confidence of a boy who gave it because 
he felt it would be held sacred.

SPENDING THEIR CAPITAL. 

The National City bank, of New York, 
in its August financial letter dealing with 
the status of the European war, figures that 
the five big nations involved, England, 
France and Russia on one side, and Germany 
and Austria on the other, are now spending 
$50,000,000 a day, or at the rate of $18,000,- 
000,000 a year, and that for the first year 
of the war their expenses were $15,500,- 
000,000. 

These figures, as staggering as they are, 
do not take into account property destroyed 
nor production which is eliminated. Neither 
do they consider the destruction of military 
property already paid for by accumulated 
national debt. 

When we consider the devastation of 
Belgium and other vast sections of European 
territory, the destruction of work of art and 
relics of antiquity, the waste of homes and 
fields and the idleness of factories, it does 
not seem excessive to say that the war has 
cost Europe, for the first year of its dura- 
tion, the full $35,000,000,000 estimated but 
a couple of months ago by investigators who 
took all these facts into consideration. 

We arrive at this total which gives the 
limited human imagination scant conception 
of the reality, before we touch at all the 
enormous loss of life and limb. That is 
something impossible to figure in dollars 
and cents, and yet upon the basis of cold 
calculation, it has cash*value. The death 
list means millions taken from the active 
field of productivity; millions of others, 
through loss of limbs and wounds are reduced 
to a state of inefficiency. For these latter 
provision must be made by the nation, an- 
other drain upon its resources, the end of 
which will not be seen in many years. 

Lost national yitality is something that 
no amount of cash or property will restore; 
only time can do it, and it will take a long 
time at that. P 

The estimated wealth of these five nations 
is $280,000,000,000. They have dissipated 
something like an eighth of it in twelve 
months. Will another twelvemonth take a 
like sum from it? It will be no easy task 
to replace 25 per cent of the accumulations 
of many centuries. It means years of toil 
and suffering and hardship which we can

President Warren’s Purpose. 

President Warren, who grants to the 
employees of his bank leaves of absence with 
full pay while engaging in military service 
at the state camps, has done this, in part, 
to stimulate the feeling. of responsibility 
which is upon every American who is of age 
to take part in defensive action. President 
Warren himself is commanding officer of a 
militia organization which would be likely 
to furnish well-trained officers,in case we 
were called upon to raise and drill an army. 

At the beginning of the civil war, Colonel 
Ashley, who was trained as a member and 
officer of a military organization in Boston, 
organized a battalion in New York city, in- 
cluded in which were some men who pos- 
sessed great wealth. This’ battalion was 
drilled every day, and it furnished by reason 
of that drill a number of competent officers 
for volunteer regiments, some of whom gain- 
ed distinction for heroic service during the 
war. ; 

All of those who have studied this subject 
are persuaded that the time has come when 
not only the militia organizations of the va- 
rious states, but also others who are not 
members of these organizations, should be 
thoroughly trained in the manual of arms 
and in the drill of soldiers. That will be a 
part of the work of preparation, and some 
who have been greatly interested in this 
work see reason for believing that within a 
year or two almost: all of the able-bodied 
men of the United States who are of an age 
for military‘ duty will have received some 
training which will serve them in case 
emergency should make a call for volunteers 


necessary. 


—— 


The Public’s Interest. 

How great the interest of the public in 
this: work of preparation is can be illus- 
trated by the view expressed by Judge E. H. 
Gary. His view is all the more important 
since he has always been a warm advocate of 
peace and has been hopeful that the time 
is not distant when issues between nations 
which would otherwise threaten war can be 
determined by impartial tribunals. Judge 
Gary is quoted as having said that the United 
States should immediately begin the work 
of preparation. 

By preparation he means such activity 
and efficiency as will make it possible for us 
to secure the largest and best navy in the 
world, and also an army many times larger 
than the present one. Shortly after the close 
of the civil war, General Irwin McDowell, 
in a speech which required not more than 
three minutes to deliver, said at a banquet 
of the New England society that the army 
and navy of the United States are the two 
most powerful peace societies that the coun- 
try possesses. He declared that none of the 
wars in which the United States has been 
engaged was inaugurated either by the army 
or the navy. He said, “I hold that a nation 
never yet lost its liberty through its mil- 
itary forces, but in every case the liberties 
were lost before the army or the navy was 
called in.” For this reason, he hoped that 
the United States, never suspicious of its 
army or its navy, would nevertheless so per- 
fettly develop these institutions that they 
would be recognized as the surest influences 
for maintaining peace. 

There is no doubt felt here that the pres- 
ident and his administration are now fully 
recognizing predominant public sentiment 
throughout the United States with respect 
to the necessity for preparation so that we 
would be able to face any emergency. A 
nation-wide command for preparation, the 
president is understood to believe, has been 
made, and will increase. The selection by 
Secretary Daniels of an advisory board of 
American inventors is accepted as proof of 
the determination of the administration to 
perfect expedient plans by means of which 
thorough preparation can be secured. There 
is no stronger man intellectually in the cab- 
inet, if the view held in this city be correct, 
that is the secretary of war, Mr. Garrison. 
Some who have had conversation with the 
secretary were persuaded that even before 
the war broke out in Europe he was con- 
vinced that the American army should be 
greatly strengthened, and, of course, sup- 
plemented that view with the belief that 
the navy should also be strengthened until 
it would match or surpass any other navy. 

Those who are presumed to know some- 
thing of the purposes of the president and 
his cabinet are convinced that the adminis- 
tration will make haste Slowly, so that it 
will not be necessary to retrace any step.

RESERVE BANK IS PLANNING TO AID 
IN CARING FOR “DISTRESS” COTTON 


The federal reserve bank of Atlanta is now 
laying its plans to co-operate with the farm- 
er by helping him to hold his “distress cot- 
ton” and to market his crop gradually. 

This co-operation. is to be accomplished 
through the member banks of the sixth dis- 
trict, which includes the southeast. Of these 
member banks there are 333 national banks 
and two. state banks. 

The Atlanta federal reserve bank does not 
expect that this fall will see a situation so 
unfavorable as that brought, about by the 
sudden outbreak of the war last August. The 
alleviation of last fall’s situation was brought 
about to a large extent by the timely estab- 
lishment of the federal reserve bank. system. 
That system has been existence for a year 
now, and it is the belief of Governor Joseph

Coal Mine Tunnels. 
(From The Wall Street Journal.) 

Anthracite mines’ have over 7,000 miles 
of tunnels. Of these, 2,000 are in the Schuyl- 
kill region which ships about 28 per cent 
of the total anthracite production. In the 
Lehigh and Wyoming regions, which furnish 
the remaining 72 per cent of output, there 
must be over 6,000 miles of tunnels, 

These underground roads are a great ex- 
pense. All the coal that can be recovered 
from them has been taken out. The number 
of tunnels is constantly growing, which adds 
to the cost of the mines. Water that runs 
into these underground passages must be 
steadily pumped out to protect adjac®nt 
workings, and air must be foreed in to pre-e 
vent the formation of dangerous gases. To 
protect the surface and make possible the 
recovery, of a little more coal, large sums 
are spent annually for pumping refuse back 
into the workings by hydraulic process. 

A further problem of large cost is the 
timbering of the mines. Pennsylvania tim- 
ber has long been stripped from the hills 
and yellow pine from the south must be 
brought in. Mine timbers dnd lumber gest 
the operators $5,000,000 annually.

German Commander of 
Turkish Torpedo Boat 
Tells Story of His Exploit 
in the Dardanelles. 


Constantinople.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—Captain-Lieu- 
tenant Rudolph Firle, commander of 
the Turkish torpedo boat Muavet 
which sent the British battleship Go- 
liath to the bottom of Morto bay off 
Sid-el-Bahr, in the Dardanelles, has 
told his own full story of his exploit 
to the Associated Press correspondent, 
ampiifying with some interesting de- 
tails the earlier accounts. j 

Captain Firle is a young man of 33 
years, but looks no more than 26. He 
is a Rhinelander, slight in build, and 
speaks English almost without foreign 
accent. The torpedo boat he command- 
ed was one of four vessels of the same 
class which were transferred from 
German to Tufkish ownership several 
years ago. Before her change in own- 
ership she was known as the “S-165.” 

When asked to relate his experience 
in sinking the Goliath, Captain Firle 
proceeded with this straightforward 
matter-of-fact narrative: 

“The British ships off the Darda- 
nelles entrance were causing the Turk- 


ish troops near Sid-el-Bahr some trou- } 


ble. It was decided that something 

would have to be done to remove a lit- 

tle of the one-sidedness of the affair. 
Slipped Through Mine Fields. 

“Shortly after midnight, May 12 and 
13, the Muavet. slipped through the 
Turkish mine fields and approached 
the British fleet of warships and trans- 

orts which was lying in and south of 
Morto bay. 
° “As we passed one of the last prom- 
ontories the British fleet, with every 
porthole lit and projector playing, gave 
all the impression of a large city—let 
me say like Kiel on Regatta day. 

“The British ships had on that day 
kept up the bombardment of the Turk- 
ish positions until after 11 o’clock ‘at 
night. On the way down, I held a 
council with my two lieutenants as to 
the time of night we were to make our 
attack. We thought.at first that the 
noise of the bombardment which was 
then still going on would aid us. Later 
we decided to wait until the weary 
crews -had turned in expecting that 
after so strenuous a day’s work they 
would be too tired to exercise more 
than a perfunctory vigilance. 

“It was proven shortly afterwards 

that this theory was correct. 
“We continued down the strait at 
a leisurely gait of from seven to eight 
knots an hour. I ordered this because 
I wanted to get as close to the Brit- 
ish as possible before they would dis- 
cover the presence of an enemy’s Craft. 
Driving a torpedo boat’s machinery at 
full tilt causes a great deal of noise 
and what is worse, blows too many 
sparks out of the funnels. : 

“Tt was about 12:30 midnight when 
I saw ahead of me the outlines of two 
British destroyers. They were patrol- 
ing the strait. I am sure that they 
must have seen us. But our low speed 
evidently fooled them. They held to 
‘their course and I let the Muavet 
glide through between them. 

“Beyond the destroyers we sighted 
eight torpedo boats, churning through 
the Esenkoi bay in pairs, each two 
keeping in a sort of echelon position. 
T admit that things began to, look very 
interesting. ' 

“But the eight torpedo boats, like 
the two destroyers, kept looking after 
their business, whatever that may have 
been. So on we went at the same 
speed. | 

“Just as we rounded the northern 
hoger sgl f which helps to form Morto 

av the silhouettes of two British line 
ships came into view. I held the 
Muavet for the bow of the nearest, and 
kept this course until we were close to 
her. Naturally, I expected to have my 
boat detected each instant and have 
a few shells come her way. Nothing 
of the sort occurred, however. 

“To have a torpedo strike surely it 
is necessary to have its course run as 
closely at a right angle to the side of 
the target as possible. This obliged 
me to steer to port in a slight curve, 
because I had decided to torpedo the 
‘British line shipe on her starboard 
side, which was nearest to the open 
water through which the Muavet would 
have to escape. 

The Muavet Discovered. 

“The Muavet was discovered just as 
her broadside became visible to the 
lookouts on the British lineships. A 
night signal flash began to work. Its 
long and short blinking spelled out 
what ordinarily is the Morse letter ‘O.’ 
- “TI wasn’t quite prepared to give an 
intelligent answer to that, but felt that 
the inquiring was for me. I got to 
work with my own fright lantern, and 
also spelled ‘O,’ taking it for granted 
that a repetition of the signal on my 
part would at least delay some other 
action or prevent for a few moments 
the making of another inquiry. 

“The ruse succeeded. After a few 
seconds delay the signal man on the 
Goliath again flashed ‘O.’ I replied 
with the same number of dots and 
dashes, and having now come within 
$60 to 400 yards of the British vessel, 
amidships, made up my mind to fire 
thé three torpedo tubes. 

“The first torpedo hit the Gollath 
well forward. I saw a blinding flash 
and a cloud of smoke. Before the sec- 
ond struck—near the forward mast— 
the vessel had already listed to star- 
board. 

“By the second torpedo an explosion 
in the interior of the Goliath was 
caused. Before the third torpedo hit, 
the vessel was as good as totally lost. 

“We started on our return trip with 
a little better speed, but kept the fires 
down, because I didn’t want to have 
the sparks from the funnels show 
where we were.”

So, on the one hand, 
country buyers are inclined to be cau- 
tious, while on the other, those hail- 
ing from metal manufacturing centers 
are more set upon going ahead. How- 
ever, good crops are still in prospect, 
talk of prosperity to come is rife 
throughout the west, visiting buyers 
have Been sufficiently numerous at the 
larger markets to make for a heavy 
house. trade, “market week” at the 
metropolis of the west witnessed the 
presence of more buyers than ever be- 
fore at this season, metal manufactur- 
ing lines are more active, unemploy- 
ment continues to dwindle, skilled ma- 
chinists are in great demand, ship- 
building is active as mever before, lum- 
ber, coal and jewelry, heretofore very 
dull, are reviving in a slow way, ex- 
port .trade is heavy, and would be 
greater but for high ocean freights, 
coupled with: paucity of bottoms, 
federal reserve system is to take care 
of the moving of the south’s cotton 
crop, time money is plentiful but firm- 
er, collections seem to be better, week- 
ly business failures are less numerous, 
bank clearings are larger than at this 
time one and two years ago, and stocks 
in the hands of interior distributors 
are exceptionally low. 

On the other side of the picture 
there is evidence of Hght filling-in or- 
ders, irregular advices as to results de- 
rived from clearance sales by retail 
dealers, subnormal conditions in some

Nothing Likely to Che¢k' 


Permanently Revival of 
Business Activity, Says 
Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 

Commercial progress would be more 
uniform were it not for the vagaries 
of the weather, especially in the east. 
Recent intense heat Kept many people 
away from the shopping districts and 
further retarded retail distribution, 


while subsequent storms caused con-- 


damage and some 
loss of lire. Derangement ol wire 
service attected the leading markets, 
and the interruption of railroad traffic 
tended to impede the movement 
freight. Contidence, however, is not 
shaken by influences of a temporary 
nature, and apart from these handicaps, 
developments continue mainly on .the 
constructive side. Rarely have fun- 
damental conditions been as sound as 
at present, and knowledge of this fact 
leads to the conviction tnat nothing is 
likely to permanentiy check the revival 
of general business activity. AS ex- 
pected, the government report indicates 
a material reduction in the yield of 
cotton, but a big crop is not now need- 
ed and sufficient basis for national 
prosperity is tound in the promise of 
abundant harvests of grain. 

New measures of trade improvement 
and expansion are afforded by the 
monthly statistics, and notable among 
these are the failure figures, which, 
instead of showing the customary July 
increase in number, disclose fewer loss- 
es than in June. Another significant 
feature is the rise of Dun’s index num- 
ber of commodity prices—a reflection 
of the broadening consumptive demands 
in various lines—while bank clearings 
for the country at large last month 
gained 3.0 per cent over 1914. Re- 
turns of railroad earnings are always 
belated and those for July are not ‘yet 
available, but recently the trend in 
this direction has been toward bet- 
terment, though much irregularity is 
still shown. Turning to the iron and 
steel situation, which is often refer- 
red to as the barometer of general 
business, it is seen that the output 
of pig iron has risen to the highest 
point in fully two years and produc- 
tion is now at the rate of 32,000,000 
tons annually, against only 18,000,- 
000 on January 1. So urgent have 
the demands for steel products become 
that the mills in some instances are 
behind in deliveries, and quotations are 
steadily advancing. Progress in man- 
ufacturing elsewhere has not set the 
same pace; most shoe factories ate run- 
ning close to capacity and there has 
been a noticeable revival of opera- 
tions in the woolen industry, but the 
largest plants turning out blue denims 
have shut down for an indefinite 
period because of the shortage of dye- 
stuffs. Labor condition are improved 
by the adjustment of the differences 
in the clothing trade, although trou- 
bles continue in some other lines. 


COTTON ADVANCED 
20 10 24 POINTS 


New Orleans, August 8.—The ad- 
vancing tendency of the Liverpool mar- 
ket and reports of damage by drouth 
in the belt caused a rise in the price 
of cotton last week, futures standing 
80 to 32 points over ‘the previous week’s 
final quotations at the highest. The 
close was at a net gain of 20 to 24 
points, 

Bullish sentiment was fostered, not 
only by the rise in futures across the 
water, but also by the large spot trad- 
ing there, Liverpool sales on the spot 
for the week amounting to 52.000 bales 
against 7,000 the corresponding week 
last year and 37,000 the same week two 
years ago. From the middle of the 
week on buyers were further encour- 
aged by a better tone in southern spot 
centers and advances at important 
points in Texas. 

Reports from the belt were mainly 
unfavorable, much being made of the 
premature opening of bolls and forced 
maturity of the plant. Good rains were 
reporte in the Atlantics around the 
middle of the week, but they attracted 
little attention. 

The market was held in bounds by 
the continental talk that England was 
about to declare cotton contraband of 
war. This was the main bearish in- 
fluence, and it may continue to be an 
influence of importance during this 
week, 

The condition report of 75.3 last week 
was a surprise even to the bulls, al- 
though they now are claiming that the 
crop has deteriorated still further 
since the date of this report. Weather 
conditions in consequence are now of 
more importance than they have been 
at any time this season. Continued 
dry weather over any considerable por- 
tion of the belt, especially over Texas, 
would increase the buying movement, 
while, on the other hand, the trade be- 
lieves that general rains would cause 
a sharp break. 

From now on the trade will watch 
closely spot markets in the early sec- 
tions of the belt, because there are 
signs that buyers stand ready to take 
up early receipts much: as usual. Im- 
provement in the demand and any ad- 
vances in prices would be _ reflected 
quickly by the future market. <A poor 
demand and pressure ft gel] would, of 
course, be a depressing faccor. 


WAR ORDERS CONTINUE 
HEAVY IN STEEL TRADE 


New York, August 
steel to be rolled into bars for the 
manufacture of high explosive shells 
here and in Europe was heavy again 
last week, aggregating 75,000 tons. Do- 
mestic business; however, outside of 
structural work, was not impressive. 
Among the largest contracts closed 
were 25,000 tons of billets for 2,000,000 
shells for Russia to be made in New 
Jersey; 1,200 tons of bars for the man- 
ufacture of 20,000 4%-inch shells for 
Great Britain; 25,900 tons of billets to 
be rolled into bars in Europe for 2,000,- 
000 shells for France; 10,000 tons of 
bars to be rolled in New Wngland for 
export; 30,000 tons 4-point barbed wire 
for the war zone and 10,000 tons steel 
crop ends for Italy. 

Negotiations continue on 7,000,000 3 
to 6-inch shells for the allies that will 
require 150,000 tons of steel. 

The largest new structural contracts 
closed include 7,500 tons of shapes for 
a central warehouse at Pittsburg for 
the Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroad 
company, to be furnished by the Jones 
& Laughlin Steel company, and 7,000 
tons of shapes for another addition to 
the Baldwin Locomotive plant and Ed- 
dystone with the . McClintick-Marshall 
Construction company. The American 
Bridge company has obtained the con- 
tract for 11,650 tons of strucural steel 
for local subways. The Phoenix Bridge 
company will furnish 3,900 tons of steel 
for the Myrtle avenue elevated rail- 
way extension in Brooklyn.
